GERMANS CONFER Sr of 
WITH HUGHES ’

BERLIN, Aug. 4.—A new era is 
dawning in Europe. furope has 
turned the corner and the skys are 
brightening. 

This was the gist of the btatement 
of Secretary of State Hughes when 
he received-the American newspaper 
men at “he American embassy today. 
The secretary of state said he could 
not, and did not want to give an in- 
terview on a “situation which is still 
too delicate.” 

But it was remarked that not- 
withstanding this, Secretary Hughes, | 
following long chats with Chancellor ! 
Marx, Foreign Minister Strickmann 
and Finance Minister Luther, Dron 
fessed optimism, and saw the el 
sky and sunshine of peace and good 
will pierce the black clouds which, 
have hung over Europe since the 
war. 

“I firmly believe the Dawes plan¢ 
will go through, and that it will be 
the means of putting Europe on its 
feet again,” declared Hughes, and 
added that America is deeply inter- 
ested in the success of the plan. 

Hughes has not been idle while in 
Berlin, the German delegation head- 
ed by Chancellor Marx and Foreign 
Minister Strickmann, left for London 
this morning, having clearly in mind 
some of the things said to them by 
the American secretary of state. Cer- 
tain it is that if Germany accepts 
what will be put before them in pres 
don, the credit in no small part will 
be due Secretary Hughes and to! 
Ambassador Haughton. -

cold, unemotional young college in- 
tellectual who supplied the “brains” 
for the ingenious |plot that resulted 
in the kidnaping and slaying of lt- 
tle Bobby Franks by himself and 
Richard ‘A. Loeb, is “thoroughly un- 
Oe Re and has a “paranoiac per- 

onality.”” 

- William Healy, a Boston psy- 
tchiatrist and the second of the de- 
fense alienists to take the stand in 
the lawyers’ battle to save the young 
Slayers from the gallows, pronounced 
this judgment on Leopold this after- 
noon from the witness stand in 
Judge Caverly’s court. 

“Ig he sane or is he 
softly inquired state’s 
Crowe. 

“He is neither sane nor insane, 
in my judgment. I don’t use those 
terms,” blandly replied the Boston 
alienist. 

These questions, hitherto forbid- 
den in this unusuaf trial, went un- 
challenged by either the defense 
counsel or by Judge Caverly on the 
bench. 

“To what extent is he responsible 
for his actions?” was Crowe's next 
question. 

“To the extent that this crime was 
the result of diseased thinking, plot- 
ting and planning abnormal things,” 
was the enigmatic reply. 

“There is no reason why he 
shouldn’t have committed this crime 
with hig diseased notions of doing 
what only pleased him—even to kid- 
naping and murdering.” 

This fencing as to terms and de- 
grees of responsibility came after 
Dr. Healy had rendered his conclu- 
sions on Leopold. 

He pronounced him a_ thoroughly 
self-centered, egotistic young man, 
absolutely devoid of sympathy, com- 
passion, emotion or any of the at- 
tributes of conscience found in a 
normal person. A 

Leopold’s personality is ‘“disinte- 
grating,” Dr. Healy said, and even 
his mentality is beginning to be im- 
paired.

In his effort to be fair to his political opponents, Senator James 
E. Watson of Indiana-was too generous toward the Democrats in a, 
recent: address in which he assailed the speech of Senator Pat Har- 
rison, keynoter of the Democratic convention. Senator Watson, 
speaking of the inconsistent attitude of the Democratic platform | 
respecting the League of Nations, said: ‘With the exception of the 
tariff there is not one single proposal to which they have continu- 
ously adhered for any two successive campaigns.’ The exception 
conctded by Senator Watson might also be excepted. 

Beginning with 1868, when the tariff makes its appearance in 
Democratic platforms. they wanted a tariff that would ‘‘afford in- 
cidental protection to domestic manufacturers,” and that would 
“best promote and encourage the great industrial interests of the 
country.” In 1872 they sidestepped the tatiff much as they do 
the League question today, remitting “the discussion of the subject 
to the people in their congressional districts, and to the decision of 
the Congress thereon.” 

In 1876 they denounced the Republican tariff law and demand- 
ed that ‘‘all custom-house taxation shall be only for revenue,”” and in 
1880 they pledged themselves to a tariff for revenue only. But 
in 1884 they straddled again with a pledge “‘to revise the tariff in

a spirit of fairness to all interests. But, in making reduction : 


taxes, it is not proposed to injure any domestic industry, but rather 


to promote their healthy growfh * 
tion, “oF <S 


* * The neckssary reduc- 
can and must be effected without depriving Amer- 
ican labor of the ability to compete successfully with foreign labor 
and without imposing lower rates of duty than will be ample to 
cover- any increased cost of production which may exist in conse- 
quence of the higher rate of wages prevailing in this country.’” That 
saunded as if a Republican had written it.
